S. Disqualifications. — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to any of the said posts, and 

(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of her husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall Ibe eligible for appointment to any of 

the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule.

G.S R. 698. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the post of Project Officer in the Civil Aviation

1. Short tHle and commencement. — (1) These Rules may be called the Project 
Officer Recruitment Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post of Project Officer in the 
Civil Aviation Department as specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed 
hereto. 

3. Number of the post, classification and scale of pay. — The number of the said 
post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in 
columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age-limit, qualifications, etc. — The method of recruit- 
ment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected there- 
with shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age-limit specified in column 6 of the said Schedule 
may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the 
Scheduled Trilbes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders Issued by the Central. Government from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications.— No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a 

spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to service: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 

6. Liability to serve in the Defence Services. — Every person appointed to the 
said post after the commencement of these rules shall, if so required, be liable 
to serve in any defence service or post connected with the defence of India, for a 
period of not less than four years including the period spent on training, if any: 

Provided that such person: — 

(a) shall not be required to serve as aforesaid after the expiry of ten years 

from the date of such appointment; and 

(b) shall not ordinarily be required to serve as aforesaid after attaining 

the age of forty years. 
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7. Power to relax, — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is neces- 
sary or expedient so to do, it may, after consultation with the Union Public Ser- 
vice Commission, by order, and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules in respect of any class or category of persons.

New Delhi, the 8th May 1971

G.S.R. 705. —In exercise of the powers conferred by article 145 of the Constitu- 
tion. and all other powers enabling it in this behalf, the Supreme Court herebv

2. In the Aircraft Rules, 1937, in section B of Schedule V, for paragraph 5, 
the following paragraph shall be substituted, namely:— 

“5. When an aircraft having an all-up weight not exceeding 1,140 kgs. 
(2.500 lbs.), uses an aerodrome on the same day during hours of 
day-light for landings, exceeding five in number, a charge equiva- 
lent to five times the charge for a single landing for the class of 
aircraft concerned shall be levied for that aircraft. Night landings, 
jf any, shall be changed for separately.”

G.S.R. 716 — In pursuance of sub-rule (.3) of rule 13 of the Railway Board 
Secretariat Stenographers Service Rules 1971, the Central Government in the 
Ministry of Railways, hereby makes the following regulations, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — ( 1 > These regulations may be called the 
Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service Grade III (Competitive Examina- 
tion) Regulations, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Definitions — In these regulations unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “crucial date” means the first day of January of the year in which the 

examination Is held: 

(b) “equivalent grade” means any grade under the Central Government or 

the State Government the minimum and maximum scale of pay of 
which was not less than Rs. 55 and Rs. 130, respectively, prior to the 
1st July, 1959, and is not less than Rs, 110 and Rs. 180, respectivelj 
on or alter the 1st July, 1959; 

(c) “examination” means the competitive examination held by the Central 

Government in the Ministry of Railways, for appointment to Grade 111 
of the Service; 

(dj “regularly appointed officer to the Lower Division Grade or the Upper 
Division Grade” means an officer of Grade II or Grade I of the Railway 
Board Secretariat Clerical Service at the commencement of the 
Railway Board Clerical Service Rules, 1970, or appointed thereafter 
on n long term basis to the Lower Division Grade or the Upper 
Division Grade of that Service, as the case may be, according to the 
prescribed procedure; 
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fe) “Scheduled Castes” and “Scheduled Tribes” shall have the meanings 
assigned to them by clauses (24) and (25) respectively of article 306 
of the Constitution of India; 

(f) All other words and expressions used in these regulartions and not defined 
but defined in the Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service 
Rules, 1971, shaill have the meanings respectively assigned to them In 
the said rules, 

3. Holding of the examination.— (I) The examination shall be conducted in 
such manner as may be notified by the Central Government in the Ministry of 
Railways in this behalf. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the examination shall be held 
shall be fixed by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways. 

4. Conditions Of eligibility.— Eligibility' — (1) Any permanent or temporary 
regularly appointed officer to the Lower Division Grade or the Upper Division 
Grade of the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service, who satisfies the following 
conditions shall be eligible to appear at the examination, namely: — 

(a) Length of Service. — He has on the crucial dafte rendered not less than 
three years approved and continuous Service In the Lower Division Grade or the 
Upper Division Grade of the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service or in any 
equivalent Grade. 

Note 1- — The limit of three yea*r s of approved and continuous service shall also 
apply If the tctal reckonable service of a candidate is partly in the Lower Division 
Grade or the Upper Division Grade of the Railway Board Secretariate Clerical 
Service and Partly In an equivalent Grade. 

Note 2.- -Officers of the Lower Division Grade or the Upper Division Grade of 
the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service who are on deputation to ex-cadre 
posts with the approval qf the competent authority shall be eligible to be admitted 
to the examination if otherwise eligible. This also applies to an officer who has 
been oppoi ited to an ex-cadre post or to another service on, transfer if he continues 
lo have a Uen In the Lower Division Grade or the Upper Division Grade of the 
Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service for the time being. 

(b) Age — He is not more than 35 years of age on the crucial date: 

Provided that for the first two examinations to be held in accordance with 
these regulations, the upper age limit shall be 40 years; 

Provided further that the upper age limit may be relaxed In respect of the 
candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
rnd such other categories of persons as may be notified in this' behalf 
by the Central Government In the Ministry of Railways, from time 
to time, to the extent and subject to the conditions notified In res- 
pect of each category. 

(2) Attempts at the examination.— Unlessi covered by any of the exceptions 
notified from time to time by the Central Government In, the Ministry of Railways 
In this behalf, a candidate should not have already competed more than twice 
at the examination held after the 1st January, 19711. 

(3) Fee. — Subject lo such exemptions or concessions as may be notified from 
time to time, a candidate shall pay the fee prescribed by the Central Government 
in the Ministry of Railways. 

5 Special provision regarding eligibility of officers of the Lower Division Grade 
or Upper Division Grade of the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service joining 
military service on account of the emergency. — Protection shall be afforded to 
officers of the Lower Division Grade or Upper Division Grade of the Railway Board 
Secretariat Clertcail Service who because of their having joined or having been 
called up for military service during emergency cannot appear in the examination, 
in the manner specified from time to time by the Central Government in the Minis- 
try of Railways In this behalf. 

0. Disqualification for candidature — Any attempt on the part of a candidate 
to obtain support for hit candidature bv any means may be held by the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Railways to be a conduct which would disqualify 
him for admission to the examination. 
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(.Eligibility of a candidate. — (1) No candidate to whom a certificate of ad mis- 
sion has not been issued by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways 
shall be admitted to the examination. 


(2) The decision of the Central Government in. the Ministry of Railways as to 
the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination shall 
be final. 


8. Results.— (1) the names of the candidates who are considered by the Cen- 
tral Government In the Ministry of Railways, to be suitable for appointment on the 
results of the examination shall be ai ranged in the order of merit, and subject to 
the provision of sub-regulation (3) of regulation 8, they shall be recommended for 
appointment in that order upto the number of appointments decided to be made. 

(2) The form and manner of communication of the results of the examination 
to individual candidates shall be decided by the Centra) Government In the Ministry 
of Railways who shah not enter Into any correspondence with the individual candl 
dates regarding results. 

9 Appointment. — (1) Success in the examination shall confer no right to ap- 
pointment unlesi the Centra] Government in the Ministry of Railways are satisfied 
after such inquiry ns may be considered necessary that the candidate is suitable 
1:1 all respects. 

(2) Save a.; provided in mb-regulation (3), appointments on the results of 
any examination shall be made to the extent of the available vacancies in the 
order of merit of the cahdidates recommended for appointment by the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Railways, subject to reservations for the candidates 
of the Scheduled Caste-, and Scheduled Tribes in accordance with the orders issued 
from time to time by the Central Government In the Ministry of Railways in this 
behalf- 


(3) Candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes 
who are considered by the Central Government In the Ministry of Railways to be 
suitable for appointment on Ihc results of the examination with due regard to the 
maintenance of efficiency of administration, shall be eligible to be appointed 
against the vacancies reserved for them irrespective of their ranks in the order of 
merit in the examination. 

10. Penalty for Impersonation or other misconduct. — A candidate who is or 
has been declared by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways guilty of 
impersonation or of submitting fabricated documents or documents which have 
been tampered with or of making statements which are incorrect or false or of 
suppressing material information or otherwise resorting to any other irregular or 
Improper means for obtaining admission to the examination or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in the 
examination hall, may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution,. — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period by the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Railways, from admission to any 
examination or appearance at any interview held by the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Railways for selection of candidates, 
and 


(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules.
